WASHINGTON-Sen. Hiram 工 . 
Fong (R-Hawaii) has taken a lead- 
ing position in abipartisan effort to 
further liberajize the Nation's im- 
migration and naturalization laws 
and at the same time to Plug 
loopholes left after passage of the 
historic Immigration and National- 
ity Act of 1965， 


The Hawaii Republican is the 
Principal co-sponsor of a bill intro- 
duced by Sen. Edward M. Ken- 
nedy,I(D-Mass.). 


Fong has also introduced a sepa- 
rate bi which would provide that 
parents of permanent residents be 
eligible for second preference visas 
and would permit sons and daugh- 
ters to obtain waivers of exclusion 
from the United States because of 
misrepresentation or fraud. 


In addqdition, Fong is studying the 
possibility of introducing further 
legislation to “correct inequities” 
which he says have shown up in the 
1965 Act's immigration provisions 
as well as the naturalization sec- 
tions-. 


Fong led the long fight in the 
1960s which culminated in Passage- 
of the 1965 Act. This Act repealed 
discriminatory national quota 
Systems as 3 basis for selecting 
immigramnts but said Fong, it left 

“some loopholes unplugged.”

Reminscences of anold Chinese 


rallroad

It was the coming of the railroads that opened up the 


| wealth of large areas of the West for large-scale exploitation 


by man. During the development of this vital transportation 
network during the 19th century, the use of Chinese labor 
was an essential factor in its early completion。 However， 
these Pioneers left little in writing describing their history- 
making roles，Thus, an account left by one Wong Hau-hon， 
who worked on the construction of Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road is all the more important in that it reveals to the reader 
arare glimpse into the personal experiences of one railroad 
worker and gives some ldea of the intestinal fortitude of the 
early Chinese in persevering and surviving their trials and 
tribulations in their battles against adverse odds. 


Wong and other Chinese worked on the construction of a 
380-mile stretch of the Canadian Pacific through the rugged 
mountainous terrain of British Columbia from Vancouver to 
Revelstoke， The difficujlties faced in this undertaking rivaled 
any faced by the Chinese laborers on the Central Pacific in 
their oft-told epic struggle against mother nature when build-
